Chicago, May 15.—Cricks compro­ 
mises are effected by all the opposing 
interests in the .ight now in progress 
in Chicago between capital and labor, 
the

hours. 
The refusal of the teamsters’ 
Joint council, representing 35,000 un­ 
ion drivers, to accede to the demands 
of the Chicago Team Owners’ associa­ 
tion to handle merchandise for all bus­ 
iness houses having contracts with the 
members of the owners' organization 
withf ;t 
discriminating against 
the 
Arms involved in the present strike, 
has brought the controversy to a point 
w'here a speedy settlement will have 
to be made to prevent an extension of 
the trouble. 
There Is a probability , however, that 
the whole truuble may be satisfactorily 
adjusted without resorting to such 
drastic measures. After receiving the 
announcement of the teamsters’ joint 
council refusing to obey the ultimatum 
of th« ? V i*n Owners’ association, a 
meeting of the latter organization was 
held, and it was decided to give the 
teamsters more time to consider the 
proposition. At first it was the inten­ 
tion of the owners to put their ulti­ 
matum into effect today , but believing 
that the tenmnters could be induced to 
change their minds, they were given 
until Tuesday to make final answer. 
Information which the team owners 
say they have received that the team 
sters’ Joint council was not a unit 
In its determination to fight the own 
ers. was given hy the owners as the 
reason for the postponement of the en­ 
forcement of the ultimatum until Tues­ 
day . 
T1 at the decision of the team­ 
sters will he reconsidered was evi­ 
denced last night when a call was 
sent out for another mooting of the 
team sters’ joint council for tonight. 
Tho Chicago Joint Livery men's as­ 
sociation has become involved in the 
trouble and a strike of the 2.000 driv­ 
ers employ ed by this organization Is 
Imminent. 
The trouble was brought 
about by the union carriage drivers 
refusing to carry patrons of the asso­ 
ciation to the strike bound department 
stores 
A statement has been given 
out by the association that the drivers 
will be ordered to carry all patrons to 
their destination and that a refusal 
will moa l immediate discharge. 
The 
officials of the cab drivers’ union de­ 
clare that their men will all he or­ 
dered to strike if but even one mem­ 
ber of their union is discharged for 
refusing to obey the command of the 
association. 
Should this strike be 
called it will involve the hearse driv 
ers and it is said will necessitate the 
use of mounted guards to escort fu­ 
nerals to outly ing cemeteries should 
it be necessary to use non-union driv­ 
ers.

St. Petersburg, May 15.—The widely 
heralded May Day demonstrations in 
SL Petersburg were a complete fiasco 
and reports from Moscow and the 
provinces indicate that order reigned 
on Sunday generally throughout th# 
{ entire extent of Russia. 
Minor disor- 
j ders are reported at Reval, KishineJ 
and one or two other places, but no 
reports of serious tumults or loss o( 
life have been received and the at­ 
tempt of the Social Democrats and So­ 
cial Revolutionists to signalize May 
Day by great anti-government demon­ 
strations appears to have been a com­ 
plete failure. 
Dispatches from Kazan, 
Tifiis, 
Saratof, 
Cronstadt. 
Rostov, 
Kieff. Vologda. Tomsk and other cities 
say the workmen observed the day as 
a holiday , that the shops were closed 
and that quiet was not disturbed. 
In St. Petersburg the day was passed 
in almost perfect quiet and without a 
drop of blood being shed. The revolu­ 
tionaries found it impossible to exe 
cute the program of demonstrations 
and 
bomb-throwing which 
they 
sc 
widely advertised, the workingmen de­ 
clining to sacrifice themselves to ad­ 
vance the propaganda of their self- 
constituted leaders and the advertised 
meetings were attended chiefly by 
spectators. 
Governor General Trepoff 
handled the situation firmly , hut with 
a view to avoiding collisions, and made 
his dispositions skillfully . 
Squads of 
Cossacks 
patrolled 
the streets, 
re­ 
serves being helrt out of sight in court­ 
y ards, and the guard regiments were 
retained under arms in their barracks, 
but there was no occasion to call out 
either. 
More or less tension and agi­ 
tation were apparent in the industrial 
quarters among workmen promenad­ 
ing under the ey es of Cossacks with 
whips In their hands, bat otherwise 
the city wore almost a normal appear­ 
ance. 
The weather, which was cold 
and raw, perhaps acted as a deterrent 
of trouble, as Russians dislike phy si­ 
cal discomfort

cemetery , 
where the principal meeting in honor 
of the “January marty rs*' as the vie* 
tims of “Red Sunday ” are popularly 
called, had been advertised, a scanty 
crowd, largely composed of curiosity 
seekers, 
assembled.

persed the crowd, the more aggressive 
of whom sang the “Marseillaise” as 
they were crossing the fields. 
This 
defiance was met by a charge of Cos­ 
sacks, who used their whips freely , 
inflicting many nasty injuries.

Attornev General Miller has been 
bombarded with questions from Rush 
ville and other cities in tin* State rela­ 
tive to the status of the chicken under 
the new law, the idea having become 
prevalent that'all a man had to do to 
get a good fry for his Sunday dinner 
was to see one of his neighbor's chick­ 
ens running at large outside the con­ 
fines of thatneighbor’s premises, shoot 
it and make a pot pie of it without 
money and without price. 
In other 
words, does the law prohibit chickens 
from running at large under ]>ain of 
death by whatever means the execu­ 
tioner may choose. 
There seems to be some difference of 
opinion as to the justice of the alleged 
section, the point of view jierha|m 
being determined by ownership or lack 
of ownership of the fowls, the owner 
contending that 
such 
a 
provision 
would be a manifest infringement of 
jH'rsonai liberty , both as to the owner 
and the chickens, and the non-owners 
arguing that such a section would he 
in line with public health and mon t- 
ity and the preservation of property .

throne, resplendent in red cloth and 
tinsel and graciously allowed them to 
kiss her hand on the occasions on 
which they brought her tributes of 
money . 
At each side of the throne 
stood courtiers and a body guard, who 
clanked stage arms. 
My sterious secrets such as would 
overthrow the present Austrian ruler 
were credited to this woman. „ When 
she appeared in Boston eight y ears 
ago it 
was my steriously whispered 
among the few in the north end that 
Carlotta, 
sister-in-law 
of 
Emperor 
Francis Joseph, was in Boston in dis­ 
guise, having escaped from Brussels, 
where she had for many y ears been 
confined in an asy lum. 
Italians are 
fairly familiar with Austrian history , 
and when they were told that Carlotta 
had come here to collect a few faith­ 
ful followers on whom she could rely , 
and enough money to return to Aus­ 
tria and use in connection with her
